Demand Charge Is Rais­ 
ed, But Energy Is 
Decreased, New 
Schedule 
Shows.

Effective December I, the Metro- 
politan-Edison electric company today 
announced both 
increases 
and 
de­ 
creases in rates for residential and 
commercial electricity for the Gettys­ 
b u rg electric company and the Orr- 
'tan n a electric light and power com- ! 
pany. 
No decrease in the residential rate 
for consumers of the G ettysburg sub- J 
fsidiary, including residents of Cum- 
jberland, Straban, Union, Mt. Joy, Mt. 
Pleasant and Oxford townships, is in- j 
eluded, but consumers in the O rrtanna 
branch, including 
residents of Orr- I 
tanna. Biglerville, Fairfield, Cashtown 
and the surrounding townships, will 
benefit by a reduction of two cents in j 
their rates. 
M erchants 
and m anufacturers in j 
G ettysburg who use large quantities of J 
electricity will benefit by 
the 
new 
late*, company officials explained to­ 
day. 
While the demand charge is 
raised, the energy charge is decreased 
under the proposed schedule. 
Large consumers of electricity in 
Gettysburg will find their bills less 
than before, because the energy rate

University of Pennsylvania, 1895; 
Graduate School of the same uni­ 
versity, 1902; U niversity of Leip­ 
zig, 1903; also of Mt. Airy Lu­ 
theran Theological sem inary and 
Muhlenberg 
college, 
Allentown, 
Pennsylvania. 
He was ordained 
in 1899 and served a* pastor of 
St. 
Peters’s 
Lutheran 
Church, 
North Wales, Pennsylvania, and 
of Christ Lutheran church, Allen­ 
town, Pennsylvania. 
He also has

For the first time iii the history 
of the public service commission 
applications to incorporate and to 
besoin operation of a call and de­ 
mand service by 
airplane were 
heard here today. 
The applications of the Gettys­ 
burg Flying Service, 
Inc., and 
the Reading 
Airways were the 
first to be heard. 
Those of the 
Noble Aircraft company and the 
Pennsylvania Aerial Transporta­ 
tion and Express company came 
up in the afternoon. 
Henry A. Berliner, of Wash­ 
ington. one of the incorporators of 
the 
Gettysburg 
company 
and 
president of the 
Berliner 
Air­ 
craft company, w as the first to 
take the stand. 
Mr. Berliner ex­ 
plained the financial condition of 
the company and said that the 
corporation would probably con­ 
fine itself to making f ight seeing 
trips over the battlefield at Get­ 
tysburg and making cross country 
passenger flights. 
He testified that ainee August 
27, when the first flights were 
made, 1589 passengers had been 
taken up and 6 cross country 
flights had been made to variour 
parts of the state.

Stanley died from two-self-inflicted 
bullet wounds in the stomach after he 
had shot Bailey once in the stomach 
and once in the hand.

A s far as the police have learned, 
the boys had been chums for years 
and were employed in a shirt factory 
at Smyrna. 
Stanley recently bought

which he was driving and the machine 
crashed into a fence. 
The 
boys ap­ 
parently had been drinking, and part 
of a pint of liquor was found in the 
car. 
When Bailey got out and walk­ 
ed to the side on which Stanley was 
sitting, evidently to take the wheel, 
Stanley ft believed to have drawm the 
revolver and fired twice, both bullets 
hitting Bailey. 
Realizing his act, he offered the re­ 
volver to Bailey and requested he be 
shot in turn. 
When Bailey refused he 
turned the weapon upon him self. 
The 
shooting occurred shortly before 
I 
o’clock and was discovered by a pass­ 
ing motorist, to whom the boys w’aved 
their hands. 
The autoist, fearing a 
trap, hurried to the state highway 
police station. 
Policemen Lamb and 
King hurried to the scene. 
The boys 
were 
taken 
to the 
hospital, 
where 
Stanley made a statem ent in which he 
exonerated Bailey, He was incoherent 
at tim es, but declared Bailey w'as his 
friend and he was sorry for what he 
had done. 
He declared he did not 
know what he was doing at the time. 
He died at 5 A. M.

A1Live stock thousands of 
years olfl is sending Morris 
S k i n n e r , 
of 
Ainsworth, 
through the University of 
Nebraska. 
It doesn t sound possible, but it's a 
fact, and, moreover, only the bones 
of the ancient live stock are giving 
him such an education as he never 
expected to have. 
A year ago last summer, when 
Morris was employed at an electric 
power house on Flute cleek, near 
here, he saw some bones protruding 
from an eroded bank of a canyon, 
about IO feet below the surface of 
the ground. He pointed them out to 
his companion, James Quinn. 
The first bones uncovered by the 
boys were those of a huge prehistoric 
rhinoceros. 
T hese were sold to col­ 
lege museums, but because they had 
not been properly prepared for ship­ 
ment brought a comparatively low 
price. 
Geologists visited the spot, gave 
the boys instructions. Then Morris 
visited the museum of the University 
of Nebraska, and told officials about 
the bones, offering at the same time 
to work in the museum to help pay 
part of his college expenses and let 
the bones pay the rest. 
The finds now include a dozen fine 
skeletons of the rhinoceros, one or 
two of tjie mighty prehistoric four- 
tusked elephant, several excellent 
specimens of the three-toed hors*. 
and some bones not yet classified.

Charged 
With Killing Choctaw of Tribe 
of Which He Was Chief.

Antlers, Okla.— (A P )—Because he 
reverted to the law of his Indian an ­ 
cestors, which 
placed 
the 
lives 
of 
tribesmen in the hands of their chief­ 
tains, Major Victor M. Locke, Jr., once 
superintendent of the Five Civilized 
Tribes, must face trial for murder. 
Locke is charged with killing Abner 
Battiste, 24. full-blood member of the 
Choctaw tribe, of which Locke is a 
member and was once principal chief. 
Friends of Locke declare he acted 
to protect maidens of the tribe from 
the 
attentions 
of 
young Battiste. 
Locke shot the Indian to death late in 
September after driving him away 
from the home of two girl wards of 
Locke. 
Free on a bond 
of 
$25,000, 
Locke is scheduled to go to trial here 
early in November. 
Locke’s career 
has 
been 
a 
tem ­ 
pestuous one. 
In 1892 when only a 
stripling, he left school in Texas to 
hasten, to the Indian country that is 
now 8outheasem Oklahoma and join 
forces with 
his father, 
Victor M. 
Locke, Sr., in w hat was later known 
as the “Locke Rebellion.” 
The up­ 
rising was against the Choctaw tribal 
government and aimed to prevent the 
execution of 34 tribesmen. The rebel­ 
lious Indians were captured by a bat­ 
talion of United 
States troops 
and 
young Locke, with his companions, 
was a prisoner of w ar for a time. 
From 1911 to 1918 Locke was prin­ 
cipal chief of the Choctaw tribe. 
He 
entered the World War and emerged 
a major. 
President H arding appointed«Locke 
superintendent of the Five Civilized 
tribes, composed of the Choctaws, 
Chickasaws, Cherokees, Seminoles and 
Creeks, in 1921. Miss Alice Robertson, 
then congresswoman from Oklahoma, 
immediately began a war on Locke, 
her political enemy, and, although no 
charges were filed, 
Locke 
resigned 
after an investigation had been made 
into his office. 
He retired to 
his 
home 
in 
this 
mountainous 
corner of Oklahoma, 
where he has extensive interests.

Government Curtails Whaling 
Bights in Effort to Preserve 
Mammals of Deep. 


Whangamumu, 
New 
Zealand.— 
(AP)—Whales are decreasing in num­ 
ber* so rapidly that they will be as 
scarce as sailing ships in a few years. 
The New Zealand government has 
limited the number of whaling ships 
in its waters in an effort to conserve 
the world’s stock, which is now mostly 
in the Ross sea. 
A century ago whole catching in 
New Zealand waters was at its height 
and around 1825 the only white men 
in the dominion were those at the 
many whaling 
stations around the 
roasts of South and North Islands. 
Since then the Ross sea has been 
nearly fished dry of whales, and now 
only one firm 
is 
permitted to 
go 
whaling in Ross sea and Antarctic 
waters. The concession is held by a 
Norwegian firm, which pays the New 
Zealand government $1,000 per month 
and a royalty of 50 cents per gallon 
on whale oil obtained. 
It has three 
whalers, small, 
fast 
vessels, 
each 
equipped with a “torpedo” harpoon, 
and a “parent” ship of 12,000 tons 
equipped as a “whale factory.” 
The whales move in schools of 20. 


Some are large, others -wnaW, hut the 
average length of the beast is 16 feet 
over his back. When the chasers have 
their load of whales they are brought 
on to the “factory” for cutting up 
and extraction of the valuable oil and 
glycerine. 
In the las*, three years whale oil 
production 
has 
been 
increasing. 
Down in the Ross sea the 12,000 ton­ 
ner “factory” produced 7H,640 gal­ 
lons of oil in 
1»24, 
a 
year 
later 
1.286,000 gallons and last year more 
than 1,500,000 gallons. 
These quan­ 
titie s form 99 per cent of th© world 
supply of whale oil. 
There are still one or two whaling 
stations in New Zealand home waters 
around Cook Strait and North Auck­ 
land, but the whales there are small, 
known as “hump-backs,” whose chas­ 
ing and capture is becoming less of an 
industry among the crews of govern­ 
ment chasers than a first-class sport 
with a thrill. 
The hump-back, though small, is 
as strong as a sea elephant, and slip­ 
pery.

whale from a gun on board a bobbing 
motor vessel needs nerve 
and

accurate eye. 
In a year’s whaling in Cook Strait 
and down Marlborough Channel only 
48 whales were taken worth $30,000 
for their 250 tons of oil and 40 tons of 
bone dust. 
The 
world’s 
record 
whale—or, 
rather, his skeleton—is on show still 
in Canterbury Museum. He was found 
stranded on Corvisart 
Ray in the 
Australian Bight. From the tip of his 
tail over back to the muzzle it meas­ 
ured nearly 101 feet.

Kansas City, Mo.— A little band of 
15 men, com prising the farm labor di­ 
vision of tho U nited States d ep art­ 
m ent of labor, playa one of the m ost 
im portant roles in the agricultural in­ 
dustry. 
Through its efforts several billions 
of dollars w orth of crops arc h arv est­ 
ed w ithout confusion and more th an 
ojje-half million men are placed w ithin 
reach of farm ers faces! with the prob­ 
lem of harvesting seasonal commodi­ 
ties in districts in which farm labor 
virtually is unobtainable. 
George E. Tucker, director of the 
farm labor division, w ith offices here, 
recruits and directs th e movement of 
I he laborers. 
H e recently retu rn ed 
here from supervising the hands en ­ 
gaged in th e h arv est of the -1927 
w heat crop. 
In 1926 th e division recruited and 
directed

m ately 225,000 men in the cotton sea­ 
son, more th an 100,000 in the w heat
